; The failure of eiifjiiiei-rs to rejich a 
I hiKh rank in practical matters und in 
I intliience is not always IhrnURh want 
I of tieliiiical attainments. Moi'o often 
it is thi'oiiRh a lack of a broad outlook, 
I an appreciation of tlie true proportions 
I of tlilnKs, a rlKlit perspective of pr.ic- 
; tieal values. The man who keepi his 
I (M'S too closely riveted to the ti-cbnicil 
prolili'ins is too apt lo lose sltîlit of 
the praelieai oms. lie will not be 
trusted, nnd. in fact, is not <|iialilled to 
I be trnsted witli tho broader, practical

inating one.H, The man who solves 
tln in Is the man who becomes boss. 
Ill addition, Mien, to |e<-iinical at-

! eu.ifs. he must have a ( a bnmd outlook.

A BnOAD OUTLOOK. 

Too seldom Is it the engineer who 
can be credited with the conception of 
the pliin< for bl« enterprisi's.

' comprehensive Rrnsp becomes the con- 
Irolllni? brain of the head. Then the 
engineer is hire<I to work init the de- 
tiills of projects which otiiers direct nnd 
benefit from. 

A man of lm>nd exi>erlenco who knew 
whereof lie spoke, said: "It is for ens- 
ii T to hire epKliieprs than to hire men." 
Why is this Iriiii? Why do so many 
i nKlni ers allow thcniseives to bo mere 
units ill a system of cors In a machine 
to be used by otiier men? Why, un- 
less this second criticism is Justlfted. 
have they not enough personality, 
I iioiilîh forci' of cliararter to direct 
and to control affairs Insteiid of always 
lieng the hired man'/ Why do they not 
liire lawyers nnd financiers Instead of 
alwnvs belnR liirMl? 

It is islliniited that more tiiail 90 
lier cent, of the sUilied labor of the 
worlii is directed by engineers. And 
yit till' engineers are not in many 
i;is'-s actually tin' ImsseH. Thev are 
only liiri il Miiirrlntindents takln(T their 
oriliTs from the men who are blessed 
with this broad kto^P of practical af- 
faiiv) and with ahlllty for leadership. 
, A mOIlT I'KIISI'KCTIVK OK PRAC- 
TICAL vah:h?. 

.\s iisiil liiie "perspci'ti vi" means 
placinK IhlnRS in their pniiwr reinliono 
to each other; Blving them their pro- 
per relative values. Homo men never 
arrive at an iipprcclalion of this es- 
sential element. They e,in never dla- 
tln^nlsii between the essential and the 
noii-esssenlinl; between the fundamental 
and the ornamental. Unfortunately, 
some i-nKini-ers have this failhiff in re 



Uven if llm enBlneer docs nut aim 
to bo a conimerchil manitger, but con- 
tines himself as a Hpecia.list strictly to 
tho eUKineerinK braucli of his pfofes- 
slon, still his iiracllce mu.-il be in har- 
mony with the commercial conditions of 
his specialty . 

Someone has defined cn^nccrinK as 
a "comiiound of common seiwc and 
mathematics. " This is a good dolinition 
to bear in mind . 

A SENSE OK PI3RSONAL UESPON- 
SlltlLITV. 

A Keneral fault ol the times, not re- 
stricted by any means to unKliieers, but 
one of which they are also KUllty, is 
the lack of a feeiiuK of respoii.-illillity 
on the part of the individual. It is an 
entirely too cnniniun a procedure to 
shift resi>onsibillly from one shoulder 
to another, and to ijct Into tho hnbit 
of loukini; upon all mistakes as belns 
the other fellow's fault. Jlore effort Is 
fequently expended finding rcasoii.s why 
one Is entitled to bb excused from do- 
iuK his full duty or beartne the re- 
sp<inslbllliy for a faihiro tiiitn in an 
honest effort to meet hi« obligations. 
Tile mental liabil of self-Justilication 
for mistakes committed is an evidence 
of weakness of character. 

.Such a tendency is an oiitKiowih of :i 
lack of discipline which l.s manifest in 
our modern institutions of all kiiiiis— 
commercial .educational and poliieal. It., 
in turn, lias grown out uf an abuse of 
the principle of personal libert.v. An 
extreme e.\am|ite is seen in the social- 
istic Idea Unit has liei>n advanced in 
many of our clUes that one is nut per- 
sonally respon-iible for maUing an hon- 
est living, but is entitled lo be suji- 
ported by the community. 

Ilcsponsllillll.x Is a euinulnllve qual- 
ity. CoupUil with ili.-iclvillne It makes 
the iiidlviliial respoiislille to his irliict, 
and Mi chief responsible not only for 
himself but for tlmse. under him. Thus 
It i xtenils from Ilu- lowest lo tlie hkh- 
I'Sl lank, no one being exciisi d from 
its operation. Without it. elficii nl or- 
ganization is impussililc. 

One who is lacking in the particular 
quality of honerty. xvliieli b.is here In en 
called the sense of per.sonal respon.-Uiil- 
ity, is not likely to aequire fin- full 
conlideiice of his associates. Uuslius.- 
organization mnke« It necessary lli.il 
one In an impurtanl exeeulhe p.iMltloii 
see most of the fai ls n gardliii; the 
work for whleli he is responsible 
through the eyes and the brains of oth- 
er men— his suliordinntes. The sulior- 
dinate, tlien. niu.^i be not only areiir- 
ato in Ills iiliser\ alimis, Inil lionesl and 
loyal in his imiilal nllitinli' Willi re- 
spect lo the obligations and i-esponsi- 
btlitles wiildi' rest upon him. 

HRBSE.VT Tli.VDUNflKS. 

A study of the present liay aetiyitiis 
of the business world shows liiat llie 
place lilled b.v engineers is rapidly en- 
larging. The engineering professor Is 
passing from the period in which mere 
(li slt;n and eoii'^t i iirllon .ire il.-: sole 
ilutli's, into a niiieh broadi r lii hi and 
the engineer's inllueiice will liioadeu 
accordingly, lie is essentially an econ- 
umisi, an adjuster nf business relations 
nnd inveslnieiiL«. i 'oniinlsslnii for ap- 
prnl.fals, valiiatiinis and inililii' iiian.igi ■ 
inent are calling more and more for 
ongliieering services, and in Inrn mak- 
ing the engineer more of an economist 
and business malinger.

.Modern progress, is to a large extent 
a monument to thé engineer. He, more 
than any olher class of men, lia« been 
respon.- ilili' fur tlv iiiarvelloiis advance 
made during Ihc past century. Means 
of tram^portatlon and communication 
and Ihe devolopinenl of power, are tho 
i-hl<q' fii-iois In ireating modern con- 
ililiiiiis aii.l these are Nirgely the work 
of engincevs. This being the case, why 
do cni;liiee!s occupy a position of so 
little prominence in Ihe conduct of 
piilili.' iiffair.s'.' Tlio number of engin- 
eers who have become notable for Ihelr 
aeHvitics and inflaiencc in the politic-ai 
and s,'ic'iil affairs of Iheir country Is 
few. dcii>IoriiJl>ly few, in comparison 
wlijh Ihe importance of the engineer's 
work in modern civic life. 

One reisoii. of coiir.HC. Is that tlicy 
.lie ii.-iiially employe, I iempie'a;'ily fur 
a specific piece of work and when it 
Is 4-ompleled tiiny move on to some- 
thing else, thus obtnining no material 
footing or interest tn a community. 
This Is more generally the. case than 
il should he. It leads to the com- 
plaint nmong engineers that they do 
not reeelve due praise and credit for 
llieir work. What else is lo be cx- 
pi'i tcd when they .in- so f|iilck In fade 
into the iKiek.ground and leave tlio 
lawyer and the politi<;iaii not only lo 
munnge tlio works they ercttle, Imt to 
mould nnd direct public thought. 
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Tile expenditure of public money 
\ti an iinpoiiant ixirt uf ilie adiiiinls- 
Iratioii uf public- affairs. It i.s notor- 
ious ilKit large .-ianis of public money 
arc uquiin<lered un great public wurlts 
Iiecau.se tiiey are dojie in un ineffi- 
rleiii. an, I iincconuniicuii way. Ungin- 
rers see an<l reco.gnl/.e Ibis more than 
oilier nii'M. I ilii mil mean to convey 
the idea tliiit ii deviiUis upon tilom 
to do routine priife.-sloiial worls for the 
liuUiiu without compcnsaiioii, i>ut a 
lively Interest and a properly direct- 
ed influence may do imioh to correct '■ 
tho evils.

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NEWSPAPER INFLUENCE 



Not all the tributes to the influence of the newspapers, the in- 
fulence that is indirect as much as it is conscious and designed, come 
in complimentary form. When President Faunce, of Brown Uni- 
versity enters a charge upon their account that lliey stimulate provin- 
cialism, which he rates as a common fault of the times, and holds 
them in a measure responsible for it, he places high value upon their 
power, even when it operates in restraint of the practise of thinking 
broadly. Attrncted by even an inverted compliment, the newspa- 
pers may well heed the opinion of one whose scholarships entitles 
him to attention, and examine the justness of the charge. Provin- 
cialism is no\vhere more a term of reproach than in journalism. No 
praise is sweet in the ear of the journalist if it is accompanied by the 
qualification that his product is provncial. He will plead that what 
may seem undue attention to parochial affairs is a concession to the 
demand of the neighborhood. There is no other problem greater to 
the newspaper than the right balance between world and home con- 
cerns. Upon none other could the university leader give advice 
with equal certainty of attention. 

"We should Icarn to think internationally," said Dr. Faunce 
io a recent address. Too narrow, we say. Why not universally ? 
Internationalism hardly gets beyond the thought of relationship be- 
tween one people and another. And if the faults and failures that 
mar the relations between nations were to be accounted for in a 
phrase, would it not be that they were restricted by the lack of rec- 
ognition of a broader law? Thinking internationally, armaments 
expand; thinking universally, the end of war is seen and the casting 
of its implements suspends. Not to dwell on definitions, the chid- 
ing of the teacher is at least a hint of the need of all problems, that 
they shall be measured by the thought of humanity. 

The world seems to be moving that way. The university pre- 
sident would not deny that education is extending the bounds of its 
purposes. Another of his profession, presiding over the republic, 
would perhaps insist that politics were reshaping on the broader 
plan. Religions would claim to lead the advancing line. Conflict 
of duty between the service near at hand and the service of what 
concerns all mankind ceases when the rule for each is made that up- 
on which Christianity rests, the brotherhood of man. "Every step 
of progress is a step more spiritual." says Mrs. Eddy, in the opening 
Sine of "The People's Idea of God." Without the spiritual advance 
it is not progress. 

The press will hardly resist the advice given by Dr. Faunce. 
Ampler information of the world's news is, in and of itself, a sub- 
etantial aid to the universal thinking that is the solvent of all prob- 
iems. Clearly marked in the newer enterprise of the press is the 
constant, in place of the fitful, portrayal of man's activities, wher- 
ever on the globe man may be. It is the recognition of the need the 
college man, describes, which is not rejected but only amended if 
"'universal" be put in place of "international."
